COUNTY GOVERNMENT 
Sheriff 


1 he Sheriff of Bucks county ex ecutes all writs issued by 
the courts. He makes lev ies on real estate and personal property 
for purposes of public sale to settle debts— these ^re called Writs 
of Ex ecution. H e also ex ecutes writs of replev in (to recov er 
ownership of g oods held by another), div orce papers, attach­ 
ments and trespass. 
I he Sheriff deliv ers all prisoners to the court and the jails 
and must be in attendance at the filling of the J ury Panel, and 
helps to draw the names of those to serv e on the jury . H e ap­ 
points his own deputies. 
1 he office of Sheriff is one of the oldest known to the c o m ­ 
mon law. It is inseparably " associated with the county . The name 
itseli signifies keeper of the shire or county . 
1 he office is said to hav e been created by Alfred when he 
div ided Eng land into shires, but Coke believ ed it to hav e been 
of Roman origin. 
In Eng land the Sheriff was the immediate officer of the 
king within the shire, the conserv ator of the peace within 4he 
coutity , keeper of the county jail and com m ander of the posse 
comitatus, and he serv ed and enforced the processes of the state. 
In the United States his functions are similar and he is the 
chief ex ecutiv e officer of the state in his county . H e obey s the 
mandate of the state, not only when issued to him by the courts 
of his county , but he ex ecutes writs directed to him by the courts 
of other counties. 
1 le is the state officer whose jurisdiction is ordinarily bound­ 
ed by his own county . 1 he office is a most ancient one, dating 
back at least to the time of Alfred, king of Eng land, and the hold­ 
er thereof has alway s been the chief ex ecutiv e officer and conser­ 
v ator of the peace in his shire or county . 
Bucks county has a Sheriff and fiv e deputies, including one 
woman. 
The outg oing Sheriff this y ear is Harry H. Ross, (R. ) of 
Northampton I ownship. 
I he Republican candidate for Sheriff at the May Primary 
election is C. LeRoy Murray , of Warrington I ownship, and the 
Democratic candidate is Walter I. Ellis, of Rieg elsv ille. 
The office of Sheriff pay s a salary of $6 ,0 0 0 annually , and 
the office is for four y ears. 
The present Deputy Sheriffs are Mrs. G eorg e R. Smith, 
D oy lesiow n; William B. Lange, Newtown; Mellis R. Mey ers, 
Quakertown; Lov edon G. Harrison, Newtown; and Charles F. 
O ’Brien, Penndel.

The Sheriff of Bucks county executes nil writs issued by 
the courts. He makes levies on real estate and personal property 
for purposes of public sale to settle debts— these p c called Writs 
of Execution. He also executes writs of replevin (to recover 
ownership of goods held by another), divorce papers, attach­ 
ments and trespass. 
The Sheriff delivers all prisoners to the court and the jails 
and must be in attendance at the filling of the Jury Panel, and 
helps to draw the names of those to serve on the jury. He ap­ 
points his own deputies. 
The office of Sheriff is one of the oldest known to the com­ 
mon law. It is inseperably' associated with the county. The name 
itself signifies keeper of the shire or county. 
The office is said to have been created by Alfred when he 
divided England into shires, but Coke believed it to have been 
of Roman origin. 
In England the Sheriff was the immediate officer of the 
king within the shire, the conservator of the peace within lite 
county, keeper of the county jail and commander of the posse 
comitatus, and he served and enforced the processes of the state. 
In the United States his functions are similar and he is the 
chief executive officer of the state in his county. He obeys the 
mandate of the state, not only when issued to him by the courts 
of his county, but he executes writs directed to him by the courts 
of other counties. 
He is the state officer whose jurisdiction is ordinarily bound­ 
ed by his own county. The office is a most ancient one, dating 
back at least to the time of Alfred, king of England, and the hold 
er thereof has always been the chief executive officer and conser­ 
vator of the peace in his shire or county. 
Bucks county has a Sheriff and five deputies, including one 
woman.

The outgoing Sheriff this year is Harry H. Ross, (R.) of 
Northampton Township.’

God never permits anything to 
befall u s which is not finally 
condu cive to ou r sou l’s welfare.
